A  /ketch  of  the  debate  in  the  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives, on  Wednefday  the  31ft  of  Janu- 
ary, on  the  bill  for  taking  the  fenfe  of  the 
people,  as  to  the  propriety  of  culling  a 
Convention. 

(Cvn  inued  jrom  o)fr  laji.) 
Mr.  Breckenridge  t'.iorrgh  he  rftf. 
paired  of  making  a  finglc  profelyte, 
\va»  ltill  diHrousX)*.  flo'ticing  foine  ob 
fervations  which  bad  been  made  in 
the  courfe  of  the  prcfent  debate.  He 
tool;  it  for  granted  that,  from  the  e- 
vidtnee  which  had  come  -before  tliein 
in  tbeir  legislative  capacity,  it  was  ap- 
parent a  majority  was  not  in  favour 
of  calling  a  con\ eniiofi.  Exceptions, 
indeed,  had  been  made  to  the  mode  in 
which  that  o*ideiue  had  been  bro't 
before  them  It  had  been  objected  that 
no  information  ought  to  be  acted  upon 
but  that  w  hich  had  flowed  from  official 
Tources.  But  to  what,  he  a  Iked,  would 
fuch  objections  lead  ?  They  would  cer- 
tainly lfltd  to  confeqnentes  which  gen- 
tlemen were  not  prepared  to  admit. 
Svuppefe  it  to  be  a  fact  notorious,  that 
a  thei  iifhad  made  a  return  of  votes 
diametrically  the  reverfe  from  the 
truth  :  would  there  be  no  mode  of  cor- 
letting  fuch  a  return?  !s  this  houfe 
bound  and  tied  down  by  that  report, 
merely  becaufe  it  is  official,  though 
it  is  known  to  be  falfe  :  if  it  be  not  fo 
—  if  there  be  any  principle  011  which 
fuch  a  return  can  be  corrected  ;  will 
not  the  fame  principle  apply  to  everv 
cafe  where  there  is  a  necedity  for  it  : 
If  we  can  gain-fay  a  return, we  can  fup- 
ply  defects.  Admit  that  through  any 
accident,  making  of  a  returnhas  been 
altogether  neglected,  —  that  the  Sheriff 
is  dead,— Or  that  he  has  gone  out  of 
the  country  ;  were  there  no  means  of 
fnpplying  the  defect  I  If  we  can  fal- 
iify  or  rectify  returns;  we  mult  have 
the  power  of  collecting  fuch  evidence 
as  ni3y  be  nccetlury  to  ft  them  right. 

Having  thus  given  his  ideas  reflect- 
ing the  kind  of  evidence  which  they 
were  authorized  to  aCt  upon,  he  would 
•advert  t>  that  claufe  of  the  conltitu- 
tion,  the  meaning  of  Which  had  been 
fo  much  ton tr Overted.  Not  that  he 
protended  to  any  of  that  fkill  in  cri- 
ticifm,  which  had  been  lifcovere  I  by 
fome  gentlemen  who  bad  proceeded 
him  in  t  he  debate.

—  we  are  going  into  confti  uCtions  far 
fetched)'  indeed,  and  are  now  debat- 
ing on  an  amendment,  which  does  vi- 
olence  to  the  conltitution,  and  fixes 
a  meaning  on  language  unknown  and 
unthought  of  before.  Now  from 
what  quarter,  fir,  does  this  amend  . 
ment  come?  from  that  very  quarttr»fc 
from  which  we  have  heard  fo  much 
about  torturing  the  la.iguage  of  the 
confliturion.  obferve,  fir,  the  ijaring 
exten  t  to  which  it  goes.
